War in Europe. 
From tho N. T. Tribune. 


Tho advance movement of the French 


.rmy evidently continues, if the opera- 
tions reported by telegraph aie to be cred- 
ited. Berlin dispatches to Saturday an- 
nounce that an attack had been made by 
the French on Saarbrucken. a vilUge on 
the Eheniflh-Pruesian frontier midway be- 
tween the Rhine and Moselle. It was 
doubtless made by the second corps of the 
French army which has been reported at 
St. Avoid. If other reports of fighting in 
Baden across tho Rhine arc true the at- 
tack at Saarbrucken was without doubt 
aniso to cover the movements on the 
right. But these reports come hi ques- 
tionable shape, and aro indefinite in otate- 
ment. "We incline to tlie opinion that the 
affair at Saarbrucken was nothing more 
than a reconnoisoanco on the part ot tb* 
French, and that it simply establishes the 
presence of the Prussians there in forrte. 


Our special dispatch from Saarbrucken 


gives the details of tho first Prussian in- 
cursion into France, and the breaking of 
an important line of railway running along 
the lino of the frontier. It is stated that 
tho object of the expedition was to delay, 
by the interruption of rail communication, 
the concentration of the French army. 
This appears to have been partly effected, 
and previous French reports of the con- 
centration ab Metz and Thiouville apply 
to their left wing, and a part of their re- 
serve only.

Metz, but the other two are distant fifty 
milea or moro in the rear and in the 
flanks. There are no later trustworthy 
developments of the Prussian position and 
numbers than those reports which placed 
the corps, numbering 400,000 men, be- 
tween Trevea and Saralouis. That the 
Prussians are in strong force, however, 
east of Saralouis to the Rhine, and from 
Rastadt southward to tbe Swiss frontier, 
is not, -we imagine, to be doubted. The 
concentratioa of the French baa not been 
exceptionally rapid; it ia clear from the 
reports that tho Prussians have acted 
with energy; and th&t tho day for the 
occupation of Khenish Prussia without a 
struggle or by surprise is past. 


Hamburg, on tlie Elbe river, is in daily 


expectation of an attack from, the French 
fleet 
Our special1'dispatches from, that 
city are not later than to "Wednesday, July 
27, and it is not impossible that an attack 
has been made. The city was rapidly for- 
tifying at that date, and neighboring 
cities, morq, secure from present attack, 
were sending aid -with liberality which 
indicates that the hearts of the German 
people aro with their Government. On. 
the other band, tho evidences of a divided 
sentiment among1 tho French increase.

A New Orleans Invention. 


INDIA. ROBBER MOTIVE POWER—CARS TO 


BE RUN J3f MOBILE BY KUBBEli—ITS 
ADVANTAGES, ECONOMY AND LASTING 
PROPENSITIES—VJ1>E MULE. 


From the Sew Orleans Republican. 


Ever since street cars have fought their 


way against, popular prejudices into favor, 
it has been felt that the common expenses 
incidental to running them should be so 
reduced as to render tho price. of travel 
through tho streets as low aa possible. 
The cars were intended for the people, aud 
not for those only oE tho wealthy class. 
The New Orleans "proprietors of tbe car 
lines attempted to reduce their expenses 
in order to run their cars al a rate to per- 
mit low fares by discharging conductors 
and adopting the box system, with the 
driver only in charge. Every eneoaragc- 
mcnt has, in the past, been given by the 
companies to inventors who had any plan- 
to offer by which tho enormous expense of 
employing animal power could be dis- 
pensed with. Steam was out of the ques- 
tion, and no man, however popular he 
might be, could have safely recommended 
ita use in. our crowded streets. Under the 
encouragement of our railroad companies, 
a number of inventors offered their plans 
and had them tested. Ingenuity andekill 
were evidently apparent ia every plan; 
but after all the capitalists held back and 
declined to invest in the Pneumonic, tbe 
Ammonia and the Pelican. There seemed 
to bo a doubt as to their final suc^cs", not 


conductor uses to stop and control the CM; 
the only trouble the conductor has is to 
throw the lever off the drum in motion, a 
simple operation, which can be re versed in 
a minute if it becomes necessary to etop 
the cars. The present coat of running a 
street railroad car is over $3,000~a year, 
independent of the five mules required for 
it, whose value must bo between six and 
eight or nine hundred dollars. With 
the new arrangement, the cars are put ia 
running order with the rubber motive 
power at aii expe&se of about $550 a car, 
and have, while running, only the $50 a 
month to pay the driver or conductor, 
whatever he may be called. The rubber 
will certainly last as long as the car will 
run, and the machinery it moves is not 
calculated to wear out fast, aa there can 
be very little friction on. cog wheels. The 
heavy wear and tear must necessarily, as 
at present, be upon, the journals of the ax- 
les. The fact that the rubber will pay is 
simply illustrated by the wonderful en- 
Awing powers of the present rubber 
springs used for cars. The care may wear 
out, but the rubber springs are taken, oat 
of the old ones and put into the new. 


Tin's invention is not by any means in- 


tended to be confined to tho propulsion of 
street cars; it is intended to bo adapted 
to everything now monopolized by eteam. 
It can be made useful in the household or 
the factory to run sewing machines, and 
our citizens will soon have an. opportunity 
of Keeing it tested working fans in one of 
our churches. Its remarkable cheapness 
and the economy -with which it can be 
used, make it all the more desirable. 


The Mobile city railroad companies are 


preparing to accommodate their care to 
the new invention, and the death-knell of 
the mule is already uoundcd there, and 
perhaps in a few mouths we shall be able 
to witness the astonishing spectacle of our 
own cars running tho streets by the India 
rubber power. 


Tho inventor holds his patent, we un- 


derstand afc the service of Northern and 
"Western railroad men, and will give them 
rights at remarkably low rates. A New- 
Orleans inventor is not by any means an 
anomaly, but our sharp and shrewd me- 
chanics have held themselves too closely 
to business heretofore, and we welcome 
Mr. Jonen1 enterprise as creditable to the 
city and the State.

Mr. Solo- 
mon Jonee, a gentleman of a mechanical 
turn of mind, who has heretofore distin- 
guished himself by the invention, of the 
most trad remarkable descriptions of ma- 
chinery, had, in his experiments, his at- 
tention, called to the wonderful power 
possessed by India Rubber when contract- 
ing after havinsr been stretched. He used 
it itL a number of instances where the wear 
and tear would have destroyed metal, and 
•was led to believe that in every instance 
it was far superior to metal in wearing 
qualities, and that it further possessed a 
motive power in flerernl ingenious mo- j 
ehanical contrivances, and found his most i 
sanguine hopes realized. 
His attention 


waa then called to applyiug this motive 
power to the street earn. He started with 
the idea that there were two requirements 
to be looked after—first, economy in cost, 
and then" economy in space; second, sim- 
plicity—a machine not requiring an ex- 
pert, but capable of being handled by the 
ordinary individual. 


After a long series of experiment, he dis- 
. vered that tho P.ira rubber was capable 
of stretching ten feet for every one of its 
ordinary length, and that the retractile 
power waa enormous. He made a system 
of turnings, windings, and twists of this 
rubber power which would enable him, to 
place it under any cur without altering its 
present build, and which would give him 
a power capable of propelling that car 
through the streets at a rate always at the 
command of the man in charge and capa- 
ble of lasting tho wear and tear of constant
